. PURPOSE AND NEED

The purpose of this project is to improve safety and mobility along KY 1008.

V. SCOPE OF WORK

The selected consultant will be required to provide engineering services to perform Preliminary
Engineering, Final Roadway Design, Geotechnical Engineering and Traffic Engineering.
Preliminary Engineering includes line and grade plans, preliminary drainage, and cost
estimates. Final Roadway Design includes, at a minimum, preparation of drainage design,
right-of-way plans, construction plans including storm water construction and post construction
Best Management Practices (BMP), sighing and pavement marking plans, traffic control plans,
and final cost estimates. Geotechnical Engineering includes all field work and lab work
necessary to provide a Geotechnical Roadway and Structure Report. Traffic Engineering
includes design and preparation of traffic signal plans and temporary signal phasing.
